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New career options available

OnFriday, Nov. 9, over 200 high school 
students will be on campus for a workshop 
sponsored by the computer sciences 
department entitled, ‘Computer Careers 
lor the ‘90s and Beyond.”

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Job market is increasing rapidly, 
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information science and management in- 
formation science degree program. This 
program is designed to prepare students 
for a computer career in a business 
environment. 

The schedule for the workshop includes 
registration, career talks and a hypermedia 
demonstration. After a break there will be 
four sessions that include a variety of 
topics. Bob Adams, assistant professor of 
computer sciences, will give a hands-on ex- 
planation on how to build a hypercard stack 
using a Macintosh. Castaneda will 
demonstrate artificial intelligence and will 
deal with and expert system on the IBM 2s. 

In addition to the demonstrations, there 
will be informational talks. Dave Powers, 
instructor of computer sciences, will speak 
about networking; Judy Decker, professor 
of computer sciences, will explain the Gif- 
ferences between computer languages, 
from an engineering perspective, Jim 


Rachuy, instructor of computer sciences, 
will explain the mechanics of computers; 
S. Diana Malone, professor of chemistry, 
will talk about chemical reactions causing 
computers to sense changes in 
temperature; and S. Carol Spiegel, assis- 
tant professor of mathematics, will show 
students the mathematical approach to 
computer science through fractals. 

Clarke computer science students will 
help with campus tours and lab demonstra- 
tions. They will also be available to answer 
any questions that perspective students 
might have. 

Castaneda hopes the workshop will 
make the students aware of the career 
choices available to them. Hopefully, these 
students will consider Clarke when making 
their college choice.

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Approximately 75 to 80 percent of the 
Students attending evening classes are 
part of the accelerated program. Of those. 
a 95 percent are employed during the 

ay. 

When the accelerated program was first 
offered, most of the participants entered 
with some college experience. Many of the 
business majors were already active in the 
business community and a number of 
students in the CIS and MIS program were 
working toward second degrees. 

VanOsdol said many nurses, teachers 
and human services workers were *‘retool- 
ing with a second degree to enchance in- 
come or for personal enrichment.” 

Recently though, there has been an in- 

flux of adult students who have been out 
of high school for five to 15 years or longer 
and have no previous college experience. 
VanOsdol believes one reason for this tur- 
naround is the additional degree 
availabilities. 
_ Another trend at Clarke is toward more 
interdisciplinary cooperation between 
departments. For example, the CIS and 
MIS major combines computer and 
management skills in one degree and the 
new marketing major requires classes from 
the communication department. This 
cooperative effort is intended to provide a 
better background and more career 
flexibility. 

Additional accelerated majors may be of- 
fered as early as next fall, according to 
VanOsdol. He said a survey ‘‘pinpointed 
some things we weren't aware of," and 
added that additional research may be 
necessary. 

He emphasized the fact that a wide 
variety of degree programs is beneficial to 
the college as well as the student. It gives 
individuals more flexibility in career choices 
while enhancing recruiting efforts by the 
college. 

Non-traditional-age students may enroll 
in either daytime or accelerated evening 
classes but are discouraged from taking 
classes in both time slots. Waivers may be 
obtained for course availability, however. 

One reason for keeping the programs 
separate is that students tend to receive 
peer support from other individuals who are 
in the same situation. VanOsdol said there 
is a feeling of “being on a mission with 
each other."’ Those bonds are difficult to 
form if students alternate between day and 
evening classes. 

This is evident especially in the business 
management major, which is a locked-step 
program with a new session beginning 
each fall. Courses are offered in a specific 
sequence and students, for the most part. 
remain with the same group of 12 to 21 in- 
dividuals throughout the program. Other 
programs may be entered at any time. 

About 6 million or 35 percent of the na- 
tion’s college students are adults. 
VanOsdol believes there are several 
reasons for this upswing in numbers of 
non-traditional-age students. 

The baby boom produced a large 
population who are aging now. According 
to VanOsdol, these people are becoming 
increasingly aware of the fact that a college 
graduate can expect to earn at least twice 
as much in his or her lifetime as someone 
with only a high school diploma. Since on- 
ly 13.9 percent of lowans hold four-year 
degrees, the opportunities for college 
graduates in this state are especially good. 

He also believes that individuals with a 
liberal arts education have an advantage 
in the workplace over those with a technical 
degree. He said that graduates from liberal 
arts colleges are ‘hands down favorites 
when it comes to hiring."

A former academic dean, a black female, 
received coarse treatment from local 
realtors when she tried to find housing. 
This kind of treatment of minority families 
has occurred several times and is regular- 
ly mentioned by them. Some Potential can- 
didates for positions in Dubuque have 
opted to look elsewhere because of the 
racist climate that exists in Dubuque. Okay, 
fair enough, that is a good reason. People 
are unwilling to work here because they are 
unable to live here. 

| did not doubt these explanations until 
| attended a C.T. Vivien workshop earlier 
this semester. There | met a gentleman 
who had a diverse background in race rela- 
tions and counseling. He had located to 
Dubuque and was seeking employment. | 
mentioned Clarke as a place to look and 
he snorted, ‘'! already tried them, they were 
not hiring anyone at the Present time,”
